Acetate, Rayon 


Shipments Down 
United States producers 
shipped a total of 83,300,000 
pounds of acetate yarn and ray- 
on in February, a figure four 
percent below January and also 
slightly less than the February 
1959 level of 84,300,000 
pounds. Shipments in the latest 
month included 82,600,000 
pounds to domestic users and 
700,000 pounds for export. 
Acetate filament yarn ship- 
ments last month increased four 
percent over January to the 
19,000,000-pound level. Febru- 
ary shipments this year were

Higher Prices Being Asked By Spinners

CHARLOTTE, N. C.—Southern spinning mills producing Or- 
lon and other synthetic fiber knitting yarns are now charging a few 
cents more a pound for their yarns, it was learned here last week. 
The increases reflect in the main two developments: 


1. The across-the-board wage 
hikes which most of the yarn 
processors in a wide radius of 
this hub of the Southern textile 
industry recently have been 
forced to institute. The wage 
round-robin was precipitated by 
an upward adjustment in wage 
rates announced earlier in the 
month by Spring Cotton Mills, 
one of the largest textile units in 


the South. The cotton mill’s 
wage raises averaged roughly 
five percent for all crafts. The 


labor rate increases put into ef- 
fect by the Southern knitting 
yarn spinners follow in the same 
pattern as those made by Spring 
Cotton Mills. In a few instances, 
however, the wage increases go 
as high as seven percent. 

2. Bullish demand for yarn. 
With knitters now placing or- 
ders more actively than at the 
start of the year, many spinners 
say the time is now ripe for 
bringing their yarn prices into 
line with realistic cost and profit 
levels. Up to now, many spin- 
ners claim, their yarns had been 
selling at depressed prices. 

Up 5 Cents A Pound 

The new yarn prices which 
the Southern spinners in this 
vicinity have put into effect do 
not fully mirror the increases in 
wages which they are to cover. 
Generally, they range about five 
cents a pound, although in one 
case, a prominent mill is asking 
on the average of seven cents 
more per pound for its Orlon 
yarns. This, however, is the ex- 
ceptional situation as is the ac- 
tion of a couple of smaller mills 
in limiting their yarn advances 
to an average of three cents a 
pound. 

Actually, knitters will find 
that the price jumps are smaller 
on commitments for future de- 
livery than on spot orders. For 
the latter, virtually all spinners 
are charging premium prices. 
The new prices for future orders 
vary, being governed by such 
other factors as the size of the 
order and the financial position 
of the knitter. In any event, the 


price for yarn to be delivered in 
the third quarter is higher than 
the price which spinners had 
quoted for the same yarn in the 
first quarter. 

The going price for 6 denier 
Turbo-processed 2, 20 w.c. knit- 
ting yarn on cones now stands at 
about $1.90 a pound, up 2.5 
cents from the price in effect a 
few weeks ago. For finer counts, 
the price, of course, is higher. 

Good Bookings 

Most yarn spinners here have 
a healthy volume of yarn busi- 
ness on their books and in a few 
cases are rapidly approaching a 
sold-up position. 

The order situation is said to 
be especially tight on Turbo- 
processed high-bulk Orlon 
yarns. One mill reported that it 
is not accepting any business at 
present for Turbo-processed Or- 
lon yarns for delivery before late 
June. Other mills are said to be 
accepting orders for earlier de- 
livery than June, but at a premi- 
um over business written at the 
start of the year. 

Although most of the south- 
ern mills are strongly committed 
to Orlon in their current produc- 
tion programs, several of them 
are set up for the production of 
blend yarns of regular Acrilan 
and Acrilan | 6 as well as quarter- 
blood worsted yarns. Activity on 
the latter is developing in a vig- 
orous fashion, but the output and 
delivery picture on the wool 
yarns does not appear to be as 
tight as for Turbo-processed Or- 
lon yarns. 

Supply Situation 

However, it is pointed out by 
some yarn resources that inas- 
much as wool top-making facili- 
ties are limited and demand for 
quarterblood yarns growing 
among weavers, the supply situ- 
ation may change momentarily. 
At the moment one of the lead- 
ing suppliers in the local region 
of quarterblood worsted ‘yarn 
for the knitting trade is taking 
business for delivery in five 


weeks. But he stressed that this 
may change shortly. 

Most of the demand for Turbo- 
processed Orlon yarns as well 
as high-bulk Orlon yarns pro- 
duced via the staple route is in 
the coarse deniers; largely 6 
denier with some sprinkling 
of mixtures of 6 and 10 denier. 

Demand exists too for 3 de- 
nier yarns. This business is said 
to come largely from interlock 
knitters producing napped and 
sheared Orlon sweater-strips. 

Spinners report that there is 
relatively littke demand from 
sweater knitters for 80 percent 
Orlon and 20 percent wool yarns 
for napping and shearing. Some 
interest in these yarns has arisen 
among Northern knitters inter- 
ested in aping the heather 
napped and sheared effects which 
are produced by combining reg- 
ular Acrilan and Acrilan 16. 
However, the preference is for 
the latter largely because of re- 
luctance on the part of some dy- 
ers to handle the Orlon-wool 
combinations. 

Knit Mill Activity 

Knitting mills in this area are 
gradually stepping up produc- 
tion. Plants selling to the whole- 
sale trade are already at peak 
output levels while those supply- 
ing the retail trade expect to ap- 
proach full capacity operations 
soon. 

There has been no significant 
increase in the number of outer- 
wear mills set up in this area 
since the first of the year. Re- 
ports nevertheless persist of a 
possible migration to this region 
of a number of mills from up 
North. One real estate agent 
prominent in finding sites for 
Northern mills reported that in- 
quiries have been received from 
a few Brooklyn mills and at 
least one Philadelphia plant. He 
expressed some doubt, however, 
that all these inquiries would 
materialize into relocations. He 
indicated that many of the sweat- 
er producers scouting this lo- 
cality appear to be mainly “look- 
ers-around,” as he put it, and 
‘not quite ready to make the big 
move.”

viously moved to tucking posi- 
tions. By the rotation of the 
needle cylinder the yarn is taken 
into the cutting and trapping 
device, where it is first cut and 
then trapped as the device closes. 
It is also held between the guide 
itself and a shaped piece of wire 
on which the guide presses when 
it is raised to its high non-feed- 
ing position. Whenever a feed 
is put out of action its cylinder 
stitch cam is raised and its dial 
knock-over cam is brought for- 
ward to relieve unnecessary 
strain on held -loops. 

Feeds are put into and out of 
action by jacquard control mech- 
anism incorporating a paper card 
or special plastic sheet that is 
punched with holes where 
changes have to take place. The 
mechanism is of standard con- 
struction and can be used on all 
MAS type machines, regardless 
of the number of feeds on the 
machine. Its full complement is 
33 diferent controls, one of 
which is reserved for the coun- 
ter. The remaining 32 are num- 
bered and can be connected by 
means of a bowden cable to a 
feed bearing the same number. 
When the number of feeds is 
less than 32, the unwanted con- 
trols can be blanked out. 

At every feed there is a star 
wheel unit which is housed in 
the cylinder cover plate and the 


mechanical arrangement is such 
that when the appropriate pin 
drops into a hole that has been 
punched in the card, the corre 
sponding control lever hooks ot 
to the cable lever and a racking 
movement causes the star wheel 
to be lowered into the path of 
rollers that are attached to the 
gear ring of the rotating needle 
cylinder. 

One racking movement takes 
place after every revolution of 
the needle cylinder and star 
wheels are lowered where there 
are holes in the card. 

Whenever its star wheel is 
lowered, a unit is turned through 
a half circle, thus putting the 


corresponding feed into action if 


it was previously out of action 
and out of action if it was pre- 
viously in action. Feeds must be 
placed in and out of action 
manually as required prior to 
the start of each new striping 
sequence; all subsequent changes 
are then made automatically 
from the punched jacquard card. 

There are two rollers for 
racking the star wheels and each 
unit has three cams for timing 
the movements. The bottom cam 
controls the clearing and tuck- 
ing positions of the cylinder and 
dial clearing cams and also re- 
positions the cylinder stitch cam 
and the dial knock-over cam. 
The middle cam lifts the guide 
and closes the trapper. The top 
cam lowers the guide into feed- 
ing position and closes the trap- 
per. The middle and top cam act 
as cam and counter-cam to im-

part positive movement in both 
directions. 

Each roller turns the star 
wheel through 90 degrees and 
when both rollers have done 
their work a cam lifts it so that 
the unit is out of action until a 
hole in the card causes it to be 
lowered again. 

When the distribution set up 
of the various colored yarns 
among the feeds has been de- 
cided upon, the card for any 
striped pattern can be prepared 
by means of a punch. The num- 
ber of yarns of each color used 
will be determined by how many 
courses of each color there are 
in the pattern repeat. In distrib- 
uting the yarns among the feeds 
it is necessary to remember that 
at the place where striping 
changes take place, the needles 
will have to deal with the loose 
ends that are carried across them 
when guides go into and out of 
action. In some cases it may be 
found desirable to leave certain 
tricks empty or to fill them with 
dummy needles to avoid accu- 
mulations of yarn. 

The machine requires a mini- 
mum length of jacquard card 
with not less than 150 rows of 
holes. Thus it may be necessary 
to repeat the striping sequence 
several times before making up 
the card into an endless band. In 
bringing the two ends together, 
about six rows are overlapped 
and joined by an adhesive.

Producing Rack Stitch On Wildman Jacquard Units

stitch effects on Wildman Jacquard Company’s Models TA, TAI 
and TJI circular knitting machines without the necessity of using 
special attachments of any kind has been developed. The rack 


stitch effects can be varied from n 
desired. Combinations of rib, 
full cardigan or 
tuck stitches can be knit with 
rack effects using coarse or fine 
gauge machines, all with knit-on 
cuff and fully automatic opera- 
tion. 

The method used to produce 
the rack stitch effects requires 
only the re-arrangement of the 
needle set-up plus the proper 
selection of knitting feeds in 
conjunction with the operation 
of the standard rack cam. The 
rack cam movement relative to 
the feeds that are actually knit- 
ting determines the panel areas 
(width) wherein the rack can 
take effect. 

When operating the machine 
using any standard knitting set- 
up, there is a definite space be- 
tween one feed and its proceed- 


narrow panels to entire bodies if 


ing one where normally the 
needles are held in a welt posi- 
tion by the action of the ma- 
chine’s cams. By operating the 
rack cam motion and observing 
the space between feeds during 
the period of the actual racking 
cycle, there are certain needles 
which are not intermeshed. 
Needles Rearranged 
These needles can then be 
used for making the rack stitch- 
The remaining intermeshed 
needles must be rearranged or 
spaced to allow enough room 
between needles. for the rack 
movement. By varying the se- 
quence of the knitting feeds, 
(for instance on a 12 feed ma- 
chine, the feeds could be ar- 
ranged: two feeds knitting, one 
feed welting, two feeds knitting,

one feed welting, etc.), it will 
be noted that a wider space of 
welted needles is available be- 
tween one knitting feed and the 
next one, resulting in a wider 
racking area. 

Racking completely around 
the machine is possible by ar- 
ranging all the knitting feeds on 
one half of the machine while 
the feeds on the opposite half 
of that machine are kept in welt 
position. When arranging the 
feeds in this manner it is neces- 
sary that the needle set-up is 
arranged so that on one half of 
the machine the needles are 
spaced to allow the intermeshed 
knitting needles to rack without 
interference. The opposite half 
of the machine has the needles 
spaced in the same manner but 
this entire set is moved one 
needle slot to the right (or left) 
so that none of the needles in 
this half of the machine are di- 
ametrically opposite any of the 
needles in the other half of the 
machine. 

In addition to the large va- 
‘iety of rack effects possible by 
ising the arrangements as noted 
ibove, it is also possible to ob- 
ain unusual effects by selecting 
he type of stitch being knitted 
vhile the racking is being per- 
ormed. A tuck stitch, for in- 
tance, when used in combina- 
ion with racking, produces an 
open, lace type fabric. 

Most rack type fabrics can be 
knitted with a selected rib cuff, 
ut in order to do this easily, a 
‘arefully thought out needle set- 
out must be used.

New F-F Units 
Get Mill Trials 


HAWICK, Scotland — S. A. 
Monk Ltd., demonstrated two 
of their latest Samcomatic model 
full- fashioned outerwear ma- 
chines at a well-known Hawick 
mill. Visiting manufacturers were 
assured by George Wilders, 
Monk’s director, that operators 
are actually working two frames 
with a total of as many as 36 
divisions with less fatigue than 
would be entailed in looking 
after one non-automatic frame. 
It would, he said, be a comfort- 
able job for one man to operate 
two frames of 12 divisions each. 


The Samcomatic is operated 
from an externally placed con- 
sole control. The control is per- 
formed by a panel of counters 
and selection switches which can 
be set for the desired garment 
shapes in about two minutes. 

A girl barfiller, seated at one 
end of the frame, transfers rib 
ends, one at a time, from a sup- 
ply bar to single transfer bars. 
She lifts these single bars on to 
a conveyor that traverses the 
length of the frame, at the push 
of a button, until the bar feed 
mechanisms that are a part of 
every division contain a loaded 
bar. 

There is no other manual op- 
eration from that point until the 
knitted garment pieces drop 
from the needle bar into receiv- 
ing bins, excepting the changing 
of yarn packages. Pig-tail tie-up 
is used however, to ensure that 
time is not wasted when a cone 
runs out. 

Manual operations now elimi- 
nated on the Monk machine are: 
Racking out carriers to required 
starting position; engaging 
thread carriers; connecting 
weights; putting the widenings 
into operation; putting narrowing 
into operation; placing transfer 
bars into position; taking out 
carrier connection and pressing- 
off the finished garment pieces; 
disconnecting hooks and collect- 
ing the fabric. 

There are already some 30 
Samcomatic frames in operation 
and to cope with orders Monks

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recently took over the capacity 
of the Hosiery Machine Build- 
ing Co. at Nottingham. This is 
a small firm which previously 
produced a Simplex warp knit- 


ting machine and a Cotton’s 
Patent rib frame. 
Mr. Wilders claimed _ that 


earlier criticisms of the Samco- 
matic, i.e. particularly its 
doubted suitability for small or- 
ders, were no longer well founded 
because of the introduction of 
the electro-panel control which 
enables a complete change to be 


made in something like two min- 
utes without any of the delays 
formerly caused by changing 
chains and the expense incurred 
in the making-up of chains and 
studs. 

While Monks is known to 
have several new developments 
pending, Mr. Wilders would not 
specify these at this stage. Asked 
to comment on the construction 
of a bearded needle frame that 
will knit both plain fabrics and 
rib ends, Mr. Wilders said that 
this had proved possible in the 


U.S.A. He foresaw drawbacks, 
however; one objection being 
that the expensive rib mecha- 
nism would be in operation on 
average only about 10 percent 
of the life of the frame and 
hence it would not be economi- 


cal. Also certain operations, such 


as doubling rib stitches, which 
is general practice in Hawick, 
would be extremely difficult. He 
also foresaw that a separate rib 
machine would be required to 
knit collars in any case.

Fully Automatic Power Flat Machine With Cardigan Cams

matic power flat-bar machine with cardigan cams, Type MFD 


100 produced by Claes & Co., 


This machine is designed pri- 
marily to produce fine gauge 
knitwear in all the standard 
structures. The machine is par- 
ticularly suitable for knitting 
pullovers, cardigans and skirts. 

Pattern possibilities of the 
machine include the following 
basic structures: tubular, | x | 
and 2 x 2 rib, cardigan and half 
cardigan, rack designs and 
stripes. Pattern versatility is 
safeguarded by four indepen- 
dently operating cam sections. 

There are four complete main 
cam groups arranged in the top 
part of the cam carriage and 
these are able to knit a special 
cardigan structure with auxiliary 
stitch cams in the front bed. In 
addition to this, there are four 
cam sections in the lower part 
of the cam carriage and these 
are fitted with cardigan cams 
and can knit 2 x 2 rib and spe- 
cial designs. 

Cam changes required to knit 
slack courses, net courses, idle 
courses and closed or open 
drawihread courses are effect- 
ed automatically. 

The leading and the trailing 
cam sections can be controlled 
independently. 

The short carriage has a high 
bow and removable cam plates

intervals. 

In order to produce special 
designs, it is possible to put out 
of action all upper, lower and 
center cam sections indepen- 
dently from each other. The six 
yarn carriers arranged above 
the needlebeds can be changed 
automatically either at single 
course or two course intervals, 
and it should be mentioned in 
this connection that the new 
type of carrier change mechan- 
ism works without stops being 
hit thus cutting out knocks and 
shocks. 

The paste board card mech- 
anism is on the right hand side 
of the machine and this is con- 
nected with a mechanism for 
counting courses and pattern re- 
peats. The paste board card 
prism can be racked backward 


9rward Over one or two cards 
so that it is possible to use rela- 
tively few cards even with the 
large pattern repeats. 

The cams actuate the butts of 
the double butt needles very 
closely to the surface of the 
needlebeds, thereby guarantee- 
ing a high degree of safety even 
when knitting at high speeds. 
The carriage is fitted with a pat- 
ented arresting mechanism 
which acts at once in the event 
of the cams of the reciprocating 
cam carriage encountering an 
obstruction. 

The fabric take-up consists of 
a set of spring loaded rollers and 
the pressure of the individual 
counter pressure rollers can be 
varied. Each yarn carrier has 
two yarn tensions equipped with 
electric stop motions which stop 
the machine in the event of yarn 
breakage, knots or empty bob- 
bins. 

The machine is available in 
six,to 12 guages with a needle 
width of 150 to 160 cm. On re- 
quest the machine can be equip- 
ped for knitting several separate 
pieces at once and for knitting 
fabrics from three threads.

In ad- 
dition, the plant has facilities 
for dyeing machine knitting 
yarns in skein form and for 
steam finishing stretch - type 
knitted yardgoods.

The firm 
claims that there is virtually 
complete absence of staining of 
whites when washing off prints 
and that high solubility and 
good building up properties will 
permit it to be printed at high 
concentrations. 

Five minutes of steaming is 
said to be adequate for fixing.

Record Sales In 1959 
PORTLAND, Ore.—Sales of 
White Stag Manufacturing Com- 
pany for the fiscal year ending 
November 30, 1959, were at 
the highest level in the history 
of the company, totaling $19,- 
576,000, an increase of 31 
percent over the preceding year. 
These figures were reported 
by Harold S. Hirsch, president 
of the firm on March 14 at the 
first annual stockholder’s meet- 
ing since the public offerirg of 
company stock in 1959. 

Mr. Hirsch noted that ad- 
vance sales bookings for the 
first three months of the current 
fiscal year were 18 percent 
ahead of the same quarter in the 
record sales year just completed. 


The White Stag board of 
directors, reelected at the stock- 
holders meeting, voted a 


quarterly common stock divi- 
dend payable May /4 to all 
stockholders of record on April 
29 of 25 cents per share on all 
Class A Common and 7'2 cents 
per share on the five classes of 
B common. 

The board also voted a 
$1.12 preferred stock divi-

Service, foreign wool specialist, 
on Summer Street, Boston.

Joseph H. Dusenbury, group 
leader at the Textile Research 
Institute, here, will present the 
next TRI seminar on March 31 
at 2:30 P.M. On April 21 
Thomas J. Cochrane, Jr., TRI 
research fellow and an advanced 
graduate student in chemical en- 
gineering at Princeton Univer- 
sity, will deliver the seminar 
lecture.

“The Significance of Wool Fiber 
Properties,” covering such as- 
pects as the effects of wool fiber 
crimp and diameter on the me- 
chanical properties of top, rov- 
ing, yarn and fabric.

Phases.” He will consider tech- 
niques that can be used to deter- 
mine interfacial resistances dur- 
ing mass transfer as may be en- 
countered in the dyeing of po- 
lymers.

Wool, Fur Blends 
Dominate Garland 
Range For Fall 


JAMAICA PLAIN, Mass. 
—Garland Knitting Mills’ new 
fall line of misses’ sweaters will 
be about equally divided be- 
tween classic and dressmaker 
styles. There has been a marked 
turning away from synthetics in 
favor of natural yarns; wool and 
fur blends predominate in the 
collection. 

The line includes a lot of 
bulkies and sizeable representa- 
tions of brushed wool and nap- 
ped and sheared fabrics. Angora 
blends are favored among the 
fur fiber compositions. 

New also for fall is a line of 
Garland heathers created by 
mixing Alpine and teal; autumn 
red and topaz; mocha and car- 
mel; and banker’s gray with 
plum. These have the quality 
of heathers but in bright colors 
not usually associated with such 
mixtures. 

The fall collection is made 
up almost entirely of solid gar- 
ments; most styles, however, 
are offered in nine shades, in- 


cluding four new ones for the 
coming season. They are Alpine 
blue, stone green, topaz gold 
and a plum shade. No embroid- 
ery or applique work has been 
used, but there are three new 
allover stitch constructions: a 
panel effect, simulated cabling 
achieved on Stoll machines and 
a chevron pattern. 

Cardigan styles are expected 
to continue strong for autumn 
wear. Shirt styles in lightweight 
fur blends are also expected to 
be popular. Notched collars 
have also been introduced in 
light weight full-fashioned fur 
blends for a line of pullovers 
with three-button plackets. Me- 
tallic buttons have also been 
well received for ladies’ wear 
and will be used again in the 
new styles. 

Collar styles in the bulkies 
run to cowls with a deep turn 
down, often trimmed with two 
small matching buttons, and 
also to boatnecks and mock 
turtles. 

Novel styles among the light- 
weights include an angora jack- 
et with a buttonless tuxedo 
style front. A_ full-fashioned 
shirt with a Peter Pan collar has 
a button-trimmed placket finely 


edged with picot stitching. 

The new panel stitch has been 
used on a six-button coat sweat- 
er with a wide flared collar, of- 
fered in six shades. The panels 
are set down either side of the 
front and on the top of the 
shoulder and_ three - quarter 
sleeves. A contrasting stitch is 
used in the panels which are 
edged on each side by a bulky 
stitch running vertically, giving 
the effect of the panels having 
been tacked on while actually 
it is a pattern of the fabric.

Mannie Badiner of DuBarry 
Sportswear, here, said that his 
firm benefited from some de- 
layed buying, particularly of 
swim suits, cotton T-shirts and 
bulky sweaters. About 50 per- 
cent of the swim suits sold were 
of Lastex and 50 percent were 
knits 

Retail prices ran at $5.95, 
$7.95 and $10.95. Jacquard 
patterns drew response in knits. 
Best moving shades in the knits 


were black, baby blue and gray. 
Aqua, turquoise, azure blue, 
black and red were the best 
selling Lastex shades. 

T-shirts retailing at 
sold well. About 50 percent 
were solids. Interest in the 
bulkies was mainly in Orlon in 
such shades as beige, lavender, 
baby blue, white and spring 
green. The best selling number 
retails at $8.95, but the $5.95 
and $10.95 numbers also did 
nicely. 

Myer M. Badiner of Myer 
M. Badiner Knitwear Co., here, 
said that knit-goods sales were 
light, but that swim suits re- 
tailing at from $3.95 to $4.95 
sold moderately well. There also 
was some interest in Orlon 
bulkies, mainly in white, re- 
tailing at $6.95 and $7.95.

In this handbook for small 
business, Mr. Foulke, vice pres- 
ident of Dun & Bradstreet, de- 
scribes as the two primary 
causes of inventory losses price 
drops and obsolescence. He 
points out that inventories have 
been called the “graveyard of 
American business” because 
they have so frequently been 
the prime cause of business 
failure and voluntary liquida- 
tions. 

A rise in the price of inven- 
tories, Mr. Foulke says, may 
bring new life to a marginal 
firm, but when a downward 
trend sets in, the inventory on 
hand must be marked at a lower 
price in order to be sold in a 
competitive market and losses 
are often taken in the process. 

Committed and undelivered 
inventory can be just as much 
of a problem as inventory on

hand, Mr. Foulke continues. 
Management decisions, budgets 
and policies depend on the ex- 
pected level of prices of raw 
materials or finished products; 
the expected sales volume in 
months ahead; and the expected 
volume of profits in months 
ahead. 

While these factors, he stress- 
es, affect small and large com- 
panies, larger corporations of- 
ten contract for months or even 
years ahead. If sales fail to ma- 
terialize and inventory commit- 
ments cannot be curtailed, a 
serious inventory situation can 
occur even before inventory 
reaches the premises. 

Mr. Foulke outlines as two 
of the guides businessmen can 
use to obtain a fuller compre- 
hension of inventories and their 
control the financial ratios of 
net sales to inventory and net 
working capital to inventory. 
The computation and use of 
these ratios will help many busi- 
nessmen to understand better

BONN, West Germany 
Industriewerk Schauenstein has 
finished proving trials and start- 
ed production of a jacquard 
warp knitting machine for cur- 
tains in which the jacquard 
mechanism controls each needle. 
This permits a pattern to be 
knitted over the whole width 
of the knitted fabric, or a series 
of repeats to be produced across 
the width, or a complete varia- 
tion of design over different sec- 
tions of the fabric. 

The new unit hes a working 
width of 124%4-inches and 
speeds are two to 20 courses 
per minute or infinitely variable 
up to 180 to 200 on pattern 
work, or 300 rows a minute on 
plain fabric. The machine has 
two pattern bars. 

The compact creel supplied 
with the unit handles 2,000 
cones, each weighing about one 


pound. There is one set of sec- 
tional beams with maximum 
outside diameter of 14-inches. 


It takes only about one hour 
to change the pattern of the 
_ fabric being produced. The jac- 
| quard mechanism consists basic- 
ally of a series of plastic bars 
crossing the width of the ma- 
chine with one slot for each 
needle. These slots control 
jacks which in turn allow the 
various knitting elements to 
function to produce the required 
design. Each jacquard belt pro- 
duces a pattern repeat of sixty 
courses.

number of outerwear mills oper- 
ating in this area, the plants that 
are already here have been grow- 
ing at a rapid pace. One mill 
within the Charlotte city limits 
is now undergoing its third ex- 
pansion. Another large mill 
about 15 miles from here is un- 
derstood to be negotiating for a 
building in which to house all its 
operations under a single roof. 

The sharp growth of the exist- 
ing outerwear mills is one of the 
primary reasons why many here 
believe that the outerwear sec- 
tion of the South’s knitting in- 
dustry is due for expansion in 
the next few years. The South is, 
of course, no longer the uniquely 
attractive low-cost labor region 
that it once was; neither is 
trained labor as readily available 
as many up North believe. 

Labor Adaptable 

However, in terms of some 
Northern areas, the labor force 
is claimed to be far more tract- 
able and adaptable to new equip- 
ment changes. Wage rates here 
in the South, although still low- 
er than some of the high wage- 
cost regions in the East, have 
been moving up gradually. 

In addition to outerwear knit- 
tir g mills, this region is seen as 
favorable ground for cut - up 


plants handling knitted yard- 
goods. The number of such 


plants has increased enormously 
in the past couple of years. Some 
of the woven garment plants 
that have relocated in the South 
now have either departments or 
affiliates to fabricate knitted 
cloth into suits and dresses. A 
notable case in point is one of 
the largest brand name dress 
manufacturers who is_ today 
turning out in a section of his 
plant not far from here knitted 
dresses produced from yard- 
goods knitted at local plants 
from locally packaged-dyed 
yarns. These dresses compete 
with those produced at Northern 
sweater plants. What's even 
more interesting is that this 
company is reportedly negotiat- 
ing for the acquisition of a 
ladies’ sweater firm.

lective bargaining. The position 
of Mr. Tyler was that there 
should be no compulsion what- 
soever in settling labor manage- 
ment disputes, citing as the basis 
for his stand the record of free 
collective bargaining in this 
country. 

A question raised by Mr. Kor- 
zenik was whether free collec- 
tive bargaining was actually tak- 
ing place today, particularly in 
major labor disputes. The influ- 
ence of outside forces upon ne- 
gotiations at the conference 
table, he said, raises the question 
as to whether issues are being 
settled in accordance with the 
principles of voluntary collec- 
tive bargaining.

And Rayon Show Dip

also nine percent above the 
February 1959 total of 17,400,- 
000 pounds. 

For high tenacity rayon yarn, 
February shipmeni: were 25,- 
400,000 pounds, off six per- 


cent from January and three 
percent below February a year 
ago when 26,200,000 pounds 
were shipped. Regular plus in- 
termediate tenacity rayon fila- 
ment yarn deliveries last month 
at 12,400,000 pounds were only 
slightly below January but were 
1,000,000 pounds or seven per- 
cent below February 1959. 

February deliveries of rayon 
staple plus tow were 26,500,- 
000 pounds, a decline of seven 
percent from January and five 
percent below February 1959 
shipments of 28,000,000 
pounds. 

In February this year, ship- 
ments of the cellulosic fibers, 
except acetate staple and tow, 
at the noted level of 83,300,000 
pounds were 400,000 pounds 
less than production. Producers’ 
stocks thus increased by a like 
amount to the February 29 
level of 109,400,000 pounds.
